Young deaths leave 
community reeling

mi’kmaq Eskasoni Band 
councillor Leroy Denny is 
hesitant to even talk about 
the subject. 

The Nova Scotia native 
community has struggled 
recently with suicides and 
drug overdoses among its 
younger members. 

“These are lives we’re 
dealing with,” he told 
Metro Halifax recently, ex¬ 
plaining the situation is 
starting to look up on the 
Mi’kmaq reserve despite 
the fact that most, if not 
all, who live there are still 
in mourning. 

Since the start of 2008, a 
half dozen Eskasoni youths 
have taken their own lives, 
while several others have 


died from alcohol and drug 
abuse. 

Denny said community 
leaders are trying to keep 
young people focused on 
positive activities through 
camps, youth film festivals 
and the Eskasoni Culture 
Recreation and Youth 
(ECRY), which supports 
youth programming and 
quality recreational initia¬ 
tives, according to the 
group’s terms of reference. 

Eskasoni has also turned 
its cultural centre into a 
makeshift crisis centre this 
year, and Denny said it has 
made a huge impact. 

“We take phone calls 
(and) people go there,” he 
said. “We’re online as well 
through Facebook and 
MSN.” 

According to the 2006 
Statistics Canada census, 
the suicide rate for native 
youth is five to seven times 
higher than for non-native 
Canadians.

Wilcox may be lone witness: Lawyer

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NSP likely 
to fall short 
of targets 

energy Nova Scotia Power 
will almost certainly miss its 
renewable energy targets 
but Premier Darrell Dexter 
won’t say whether the com¬ 
pany will be fined. 

In an attempt to wean the 
utility off coal, NSP can be 
subject to fines if it doesn’t 
hit benchmarks between 
now and 2015. The first one 
is to have five per cent of its 
energy from renewable 
sources in 2010. 

That seems unlikely after 
the Utility and Review 
Board ruled this week it did¬ 
n’t have the authority to ap¬ 
prove an NSP plan to get fu¬ 
el from biomass. The ruling 
doesn’t prohibit the plan, 
but NSP had said it won’t go 
ahead without approval. 

Yesterday the premier 
said he wouldn’t speculate 
on whether the government 
would fine NSP, instead say¬ 
ing he was focused on work¬ 
ing together. 

“We should be working 
with Nova Scotia Power to 
make sure they achieve 
those targets,” he said. 

“To set this all up so that 
it becomes a conflict 
between the government 
and the monopoly power 
provider is not what we 
want to try and achieve.” 

A clause in the rules says 
the company can be 
exempted from fines if 
they’ve showed due 
diligence in trying to meet 
the targets. A department 
official will make that deci¬ 
sion. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said charging NSP 
will hurt customers, not 
company shareholders.

“It’s just hard 
work and determination, 
and you can truly do what¬ 
ever you want to do if you 
set your mind to it.” 

She admitted it’s “a little 
overwhelming” to be the 
first African Nova Scotian 
woman hired by Halifax 
Regional Municipality’s 
fire department, pointing 
out there have been volun¬ 
teer firefighters before her, 


but added it’s “also very 
satisfying.” 

“It’s a great job if you’re 
willing to help out your 
community,” she said. 

The Halifax woman 
hopes other females con¬ 
sider firefighting as a po¬ 
tential career option, per¬ 
haps one day even 
Kennedy.

ECOLOGY The Canadian 
government is currently 
considering eco-certifying a 
“red listed" fishery under the 
title of “sustainable,” but the 
Ecology Action Centre and the 
David Suzuki Foundation are 
opposing the move. The two 
organizations said earlier this 
week the Atlantic long line 
swordfish fishery threatens en¬ 
dangered marine life, such as 
sea turtles and sharks. “Red 
listed" fisheries like this one 
cause severe damage to 
marine ecosystems, the envi¬ 
ronmental groups say. “Due to 
severe species and ecosystem 
impacts with this fishery ... the 


Canadian longline swordfish 
fishery does not meet essential 
sustainability criteria and 
should not be certified,” Scott 
Wallace, sustainable fisheries 
analyst from the David Suzuki 
Foundation, said in a news re¬ 
lease. 

DRUGS Halifax RCMP said they 
seized crack cocaine, four long 
rifles, a handgun, “a large 
amount" of money, and drug 
paraphernalia at a Hammonds 
Plains Road home Wednesday.

Relations must start 
with mutual respect 

New chief faces poverty, land claim issues

Ending a nine-year leader¬ 
ship, departing Assembly 
of First Nations head Phil 
Fontaine instructed his 
successor to eradicate First 
Nations poverty as a top 
priority. 

But now that Shawn 
Atleo has taken over the 
reins, the hostilities be¬ 
tween Aboriginals and 
mainstream Canada over 
some 900 outstanding land 
claims should be an equal 
priority. 

The 42-year-old Atleo, 
who was elected the new 
national chief yesterday, 
believes both the federal 
and provincial govern¬ 
ments “continue to oper¬ 


ate from a position of non¬ 
recognition,” according to 
his platform communique. 

The latest confrontation 
between the Canadian Bor¬ 
der Services agency and 
the Mohawk Council of Alc- 
wesasne at the Eastern On¬ 
tario border crossing high¬ 
lights the situation’s ur¬ 
gency. Mohawk warriors 
burned bonfires around 
the CBSA compound. They 
wore camouflage and had 
a bulldozer on hand, ready 
to swarm in if the CBSA 
proceeded with the arming 
of its officers. It was a trav¬ 
esty for federal border 
agents to be chased out of 
office by such lawlessness. 

The Canadian public is 
tired of: The spectre of vio¬ 
lence in tense standoffs, 
blockades, and looming 
threats, all driven on by 
rogue Aboriginal activists, 
not necessarily supported 
by their own communities. 

No one wants violence or 
another Ipperwash. Gov¬ 
ernments are our elected 
representatives, obligated 
to control civic unrest for 
the safety of its citizens. 


A solution demands that 
we must start from a posi¬ 
tion of mutual respect, and 
Chief Atleo has his work 
cut out for him as the new 
leader of the Assembly of 
First Nations. 

As a businessman, and 
chancellor of Vancouver Is¬ 
land University, he has 
touted himself as a bridge 
builder, regional politician 
and champion of unity. 

The majority of AFN 
chiefs and Aboriginal pro¬ 
gressives see education 
and peaceful demonstra¬ 
tions as the best way to in¬ 
form mainstream Canada 
of the plight of First Nation 
peoples. Beyond this, both 
the federal and provincial 
jurisdictions need to sit 
down at the negotiating 
table with Aboriginal lead¬ 
ers. 

Dragging heels on the is¬ 
sue is objectionable given 
the frustrations on both 
sides. The only other op¬ 
tion is to await bloodshed.

nelled funds through chari¬ 
ties operated by local rab¬ 
bis, said the U.S. attorney’s 
office in Newark. 

The cast of the 44 arrest¬ 
ed featured Hoboken, N.J., 
Mayor Peter Cammarano, 
who took office three 
weeks ago in the industrial 
city visible across the Hud¬ 
son River from New York. 

“New Jersey’s corruption 
problem is one of the 
worst, if not the worst, in 
the nation,” said Ed Kahrer, 
assistant special agent in 
charge of the FBI in New 
Jersey, who has worked on 
the investigation since it 
began in July 1999. 

“It has become ingrained 
in New Jersey’s political cul¬ 
ture,” he said, calling cor¬ 
ruption “a cancer.” 

In scenes that could have 


been lifted from the hit TV 
series The Sopranos, they 
met in diners, parking lots, 
even bathrooms, officials 
said. 

“The politicians willingly 
put themselves up for sale,” 
said acting U.S. attorney 
Ralph Marra. 

The probe also uncovered 
Levy Izhalc Rosenbaum of 
Brooklyn, who is accused of 
conspiring to broker the 
sale of a human kidney for 
a transplant. According to 
the complaint, Rosenbaum 
said he had been brokering 
sale of kidneys for 10 years. 

“His business was to en¬ 
tice vulnerable people to 
give up a kidney for 
$10,000 which he would 
turn around and sell for 
$160,000,” said Marra.

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Canada’s collective shame 

Video installation explores plight of missing women 



S arah Jean de Vries. 
It’s not a name I 
knew before seeing 
filmmaker Janis 
Cole’s video instal¬ 
lation, Remember Their 
Names, at a Toronto 
gallery, but I’d now be 
hard-pressed to forget it. 

Her missing poster, case 
No. 98-88486, reads like 
this: Known prostitute and 
drug user; black, white, 
Aboriginal, Mexican Na¬ 
tive heritage; age 28; last 
seen at Princess and Hast¬ 
ings streets on April 14, 
1998. 

She is one of 27 dead 
women Robert Piclcton 
faces murder charges for; 


one of 68 women, Indians, 
junkies and whores, miss¬ 
ing from Vancouver’s 
Downtown Eastside. 

Adopted into a white 
family in Vancouver, Sarah 
gravitated towards the 
DTES and its fellow out¬ 
siders. Black Sarah, as she 
was nicknamed, had a dif¬ 
ficult life; in her journal 
she lashed out at violent 
johns and insensitive cops. 

Not a week into her dis¬ 
appearance, friends and 
family postered and 
pushed police to act — not 
just for Sarah, but for 
dozens who had disap¬ 
peared since the 1980s. 

That inaction is Cole’s 
constant theme. A screen 
flashes quotes from police: 
“We’ve done as much as 
we could.” “We’re in no 
way saying there is a serial 
killer ... (or) the women 
are dead.” 

The installation loops 
footage of Sarah shooting 
up. “There’s three ways

you can go: Jail; dead; or 
end up a lifer down here,” 
she says. “I’m not the one 
to tell you not to do it be¬ 
cause I’m sitting here do¬ 
ing it myself ... but just 
stay away from it.” 

In a 1999 Seattle Times 
article, Sereena Abotsway 
echoed Sarah’s despair, 
saying she feared for her 
safety. She joined commu¬ 
nity marches to call for po¬ 
lice action as women dis¬ 
appeared. Two years later, 
she, too, went missing, one 
of six women Piclcton was 
convicted of killing in 
2007. 

This is Canada’s collec¬ 
tive shame, ignoring 
women like Sarah and 
Sereena, who felt fear and 
vulnerability with ur¬ 
gency, who asked for (and 
gave) help, but received 
none. 


It’s a tired ciy for a static 
situation: Why has noth¬ 
ing been done? Since 1969, 
18 women have disap¬ 
peared or been murdered 
on Highway 16, the High¬ 
way of Tears, in northern 
B.C. Last fall, best friends 
Maisy Odjiclc and Shannon 
Alexander disappeared 
from the Kitigan Zibi re¬ 
serve north of Ottawa 
without even their wallets, 
but for months police 
maintained the teens had 
simply run away. 

“No one cares, we are 
just junkie scum. Yet if we 
had been somebody im¬ 
portant and our daughter 
had gone missing,” Sarah 
wrote, presciently, before 
her disappearance, “no 
stone unturned, no rock or 
cranny would be left un¬ 
searched.”

Chinese scientists grow 
live mice from skin cells 


Chinese researchers have 
managed to create powerful 
stem cells from mouse skin 
and used these to generate 
fertile live mouse pups. 

They used induced 
pluripotent skin cells, or iPS 
cells — cells that have been 
reprogrammed to look and 
act like embiyonic stem 
cells.

mother’s womb to create 
living mouse pups. 

Their experiment, pub¬ 
lished in Nature, means it is 
theoretically possible to 
clone someone using ordi¬ 
nary connective tissue cells 
found on the person’s skin, 
but the experts were quick 
to distance themselves from 
such controversy. 


“We are confident that 
tremendous good can come 
from demonstrating the 
versatility of repro¬ 
grammed cells in mice, and 
this research will be used to 
... understand the root caus¬ 
es of disease and lead to vi¬ 
able treatments 
and cures of 
human afflic¬ 
tions,” said 
■L Fanyi Zeng 
of the 
Shanghai 
Institute of 
Medical 
Genetics 
at Shanghai Jiao 
Tong University. 

“It would not be ethical to 
attempt to use iPS cells in 
human reproduction. It is 
important for science to 
have ethical boundaries,” 
she said, adding their study 
was “in no way meant as a 
first step in that direction.”

The Halifax Pelham 
Molson Canadians have 
picked up right where 
they left off at the end of 
last summer. 

The Canadians, who 
emerged from years of 
mediocrity last September 
by winning their first No¬ 
va Scotia Senior Baseball 
League crown since 1992, 
have already clinched a 
playoff spot and are atop 
the circuit with an 11-4 
record. 

With their strong start, 
the Canadians have 
served notice that last 
year’s surprising title win 
was no fluke. 

“About four years ago, 
when the nucleus of this 
team was starting to ma¬ 
ture, I said if that team 
stayed together, they were 
going to be the best team 
in the league,” said long¬ 
time coach Cecil Wright.

Hunter are also among 
the league’s top-10 hit¬ 


ters. 

A stellar pitching staff, 
buoyed by Barrett Belle- 
fontaine (4-0, 31 strike¬ 
outs), Steve Ivey (3-0, 27 
strikeouts, 1.04 ERA) and 
Mark Haverstoclc (2-1, 
2.14 ERA), has also been 
key. 


Halifax’s progress 
hasn’t gone unnoticed by 
the rest of the league, par¬ 
ticularly veteran power¬ 
house Dartmouth Moose- 
head Dry, winners of 14 of 
18 titles before last sum¬ 
mer. 

“They’re a young team, 


no fear, and they remind 
me of a young Moosehead 
Dry team years and years 
ago,” said longtime Dry 
slugger Darren Doucette. 

Turns out, that’s no co¬ 
incidence. 

“That’s probably the 
highest compliment we 
could receive,” Wright 
said. “We put this team to¬ 
gether with the Dry in 
mind, how they built the 
team years and years ago. 

“Those guys stuck to¬ 
gether through thick and 
thin, getting timely hits 
and dominating with 
good pitching.” 

If the Canadians want 
to truly establish them¬ 
selves as Nova Scotia’s 
team to beat, they’ll have 
a golden opportunity in 
about a month when the 
city hosts nationals. 
Wright figures his squad 
has the talent to pull it off 
— with one catch. 

“We just have to stay 
healthy,” he said. 


Diver Despatie digs deep 



A lex Despatie hates 
to lose and you have 
to love that. At the 
world aquatics 
championships in Rome, 
Italy, Thursday, Despatie 
won a bronze medal on the 
three-metre springboard 
behind divers from China 
and the United States, his 
second medal of the cham¬ 
pionships, but there was no 
celebration — no claim that 
he’s over the moon with 
the result. 

“There wasn’t anything 
really spectacular today,” 
Despatie deadpanned in the 
aftermath. “There certainly 
wasn’t from me, anyways.” 

Indeed, Canada’s king of 
the deep, the most decorat¬ 
ed diver in this country’s 
history, was very good, but 
not up to his often spectac¬ 
ular standards. With one 
dive left to deliver and 
ranking second he had a 
world championship title 


within his grasp, but came 
up slightly short. He was 
forced to settle for third 
place and the eighth medal 
of his illustrious world 
championship career to go 
along with two silver 
medals in Olympic compe¬ 
tition. 

“I guess I’m on the podi¬ 
um,” he shrugged. “But the 
London Olympics are very 
far away, so I won’t take too 
much from the result to¬ 
day.” 

It’s been a difficult couple 
of years for Despatie. He 
fought back from a broken 
bone in his foot to win a 
dramatic silver medal in 
Beijing last summer. This 
competitive year has been a 
near washout because of 
his struggle with an aching 
back. Still, he sets his jaw 
and loves to compete in 
pressure-filled situations 
and that’s been his trade¬ 
mark since winning a Com¬ 
monwealth Games title in 
1998 in Malaysia as a tiny 
13-year-old. 

“He’s the most prolific 
diver ever in Canada, bar 
none,” said Penny Joyce, the 
head of Diving Canada. “He 
feels like he’s a veteran 
now, but he’s got a lot left 
in him ... trust me.”

At 24, Despatie has been 
at or near the top of his 
game for more than a 
decade and suddenly he’s 
the senior diver on the 
team. He’s led the way for a 
long time and he’s bound to 
keep paving the way in the 
future. This time he was 
forced to settle. 

“I got a bronze medal, so I 
guess I can’t be mad about 
that,” Despatie shrugged. 

But he clearly was angry, 
and that’s probably a good 
sign. 

Alex Despatie will likely 
resurface as the monarch of 
the diving world someday 
soon.

If “war is a drug/’ as states 
the on-screen quote at the 
beginning of The Hurt 
Locker, then its main char¬ 
acter is clearly an addict. 

In the latest movie to 
ponder the subject of war, 
The Hurt Locker takes a 
fresh approach to the re¬ 
cent glut of Iraq-themed 
films (Stop-Loss, Redacted, 
etc...) by pointing the cam¬ 
era specifically at troopers 
assigned to disable stray 
bombs. 

Whereas previous Iraq- 
based films suffered 
through audience indiffer¬ 
ence, this Kathryn 

Bigelow-helmed thriller 
wins big by focusing more 
on the nail-biting suspense 
of Man versus Improvised 


Explosive Device. 

Don’t get me wrong. It’s 
not all about unseen ene¬ 
mies. 

There is still the added 
uneasiness of omnipresent 
locals who purvey the sol¬ 
diers with suspicious, un¬ 
knowing eyes. But it is just 
that apprehension that 
Bigelow (Point Break) cap¬ 
tures throughout the film, 
giving it a thoroughly en¬ 
gaging heftiness. 

Jeremy Renner (28 
Weeks Later) stars as 


James, the leader of the 
bomb squad who constant¬ 
ly unnerves his fellow sol¬ 
diers with his recklessness. 
Based on journalist Mark 
Boal’s experience while 
embedded with such a 
squad, this film works 
more as a fascinating char¬ 
acter study than an action- 
packed thriller. 

Played coyly by its little- 
known stars, their anxiety 
is felt through strained 
performances as well as 
the film’s desolate look.

Shazam (iTunes.com): 
When a cheesy retro song 
from the ’80s came on in a 
bar in Singapore where I 
was visiting with friends, a 
debate broke out over the 
name of the artist. I just 
whipped out my iPhone, 
cranked up my free Shaz¬ 
am app and within sec¬ 
onds, I had the answer.

“It took us six other records 
to figure out how we truly 
wanted to make records.”

— are now an indie band, 
after departing Sony Music 
in the last couple years. 
They produced their new 
album, Burn Burn, on their 
own, mostly in Maida’s L.A. 
studio, and they’re self-re- 
leasing their disc. (Though 
major labels are distribut¬ 
ing the album.) 

Going the do-it-yourself 
route was a must for the 
band — if they didn’t 
break free from their label 
they would have likely bro¬ 
ken up. 

“If we didn’t do some¬ 
thing like this, after what 
happened on the last 


record, I don’t know if 
there would have been an¬ 
other record,” says Maida. 

The Toronto-raised 
singer explains that the 
previous disc, Healthy in 
Paranoid Times, took three 
years to make after the la¬ 
bel kept pushing the band 
to produce singles. The mu¬ 
sic industry was falling 
apart, so unlike previous 
records, where Maida says 
the band was pretty much 
free to do what they want¬ 
ed, this time around Sony 
wanted to make sure they 
had a big hit on its hands. 

“We’ve never gone into 
the studio trying to write a 
hit,” he says. “But all of the 
sudden it was like we need 
an actual hit. We’re always 
striving to make great 
records, but it got so convo¬ 
luted with all that other

music business BS.” 

Getting back to basics re¬ 
ally has helped the band. 
Maida sounds rejuvenated, 
and the record is definitely 
an improvement over 
Healthy in Paranoid Times. 
While the band is still 
churning out epic rock ’n’ 
roll, the record is looser, 
paired back and more re¬ 
laxed. 

“We wanted a record we 
could play live,” says Mai¬ 
da. “You can abuse the stu¬ 
dio very easily by getting 
caught up with the all the 
tech. You can fix some¬ 
thing, add this in — we 
said from the beginning if 
it sounds good in a live 


room then that’s going to 
make the record. We didn’t 
want a bunch of overdubs.” 

Armed with the new disc 
and newfound perspective 
on the music business, Mai¬ 
da sounds certain that Our 
Lady Peace’s brush with a 
breakup is in the past. Now 
he’s ready to hit the road. 

“We feel it’s really time 
to get back to that real con¬ 
nection with fans where 
it’s very visceral,” he says. 
“We’re in amazing place 
right now. In fact, I can’t 
think of a better position 
to be in.”

The famed San Diego

Dr. Who out to 
conquer America 


Doctor Who is often seen as a 
quintessential^ English char¬ 
acter — an eccentric fearlessly 
fighting Daleks and Cybermen 
with the help of his TARDIS 
time machine in the shape of 
a 1950s London police box. 

Now the British TV hero 
is out to conquer America, 
where, despite enjoying a 
loyal following, he has yet 
to compete with other sci¬ 
ence fiction series like Star 
Trek. 

David Tennant, the 10th 
actor to play Dr. Who since 
the series started in 1963, 
has made four special 
episodes for the BBC series 
that will be shown in 2009 
and 2010. 

On July 26 the first 
episode Doctor Who: Planet 
of the Dead will be aired on 
BBC America, part of the 
British Broadcasting Corpo¬ 
ration, and available in 
stores there two days later 
on DVD and Blu-ray. 

“Growing up with Doctor 


Who, I was 
aware it had 
an interna¬ 
tional life,” 

Tennant 
said. 

“It has 
never quite 
conquered 
America in 
the mainstream. Even now 
it’s still not quite in every- 
body’s consciousness, al¬ 
though the following it has 
is devoted. BBC America is 
keen to bridge that gap.” 

Tennant, popular with 
fans since taking over as the 
Time Lord in 2005, believes 
that Doctor Who’s interna¬ 
tional popularity may be ex¬ 
plained by his being so 
British. 

“That may be part of its 
appeal overseas, of course, 
in the same way of (Agatha 
Christie’s) Miss Marple and 
other British brands,” said 
the 38-year-old Scot. “It’s 
not sci-fi in the traditional 


American way, it’s not jocks 
in space.” 

Mixed Blessing 

In Planet of the Dead, Dr. 
Who is trapped on a desert 
planet without the TARDIS. 
When a London bus arrives 
in the same world, he joins 
forces with the mysterious 
Lady Christina to get back 
home, with the unfortunate 
bus passengers. 

Tennant said that, like 
other Doctors before him, 
he had been concerned at 
first about accepting a role 
which could prove hard to 
shake off once he stood 
down. 

“I worried a little,” he 
said, referring to his deci¬ 
sion to play the part in 
2005. “It would have been 
peculiar not to have had 
that thought. (But) I was re¬ 
placing Christopher Eccle- 
ston who was hugely re¬ 
spected as a very versatile 
and varied actor.” reuteres

INGREDIENTS: 

1 each red and yellow pep¬ 
per, seeded and quartered 
10 oz (300 g) penne rigati 
or other pasta shapes 
10 oz (300 g) smoked trout 
fillets 
1 orange 

1 large avocado 

2 green onions, sliced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) capers, well 
drained 

1 1/2 cups (375 ml) arugula 

DRESSING: 

5 tbsp (75 ml) plain low-fat 
yogourt 

2 tbsp (10 ml) lemon juice 

1 tsp (5 ml) Dijon mustard 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh dill 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) white sugar 
Pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler. Place 
peppers on broiler rack, 
skin-side up, and broil un¬ 
til skins are blistered and 
blackened. Remove from 
broiler and place in plastic 
bag. Seal and set aside to 
cool. 

2. Meanwhile, bring large 
pot of water to boil and 
add pasta. Cook according
